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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie clianges proposed to the claims do not appear to put the case in condition of allowance since further 
consideration after final are required, and since the proposed amendments do not simplify effects of a potential Appeal, the amendments 
will not be entered. The arguments that there are no teaching by Sohi to match update/reduce amount of instructions within boundaries of 
a CFG to form a modified CFG loop are considered mere allegation. There are no evidences shown by the Applicants that the language of 
the claim dictates a clear feature which are proven to be not met by any of the cited parts in Sohi. Further, arguing that static partitioning by 
Sohi cannot be same as generating program threads to generate a modified CFG is not persuasive because generating a CFG remains a 
pre-executing stage (i.e. a non-dynamic context) where tree nodes are examined, not a dynamic execution per se of a binary code. To not 
complicate effect of a Appeal, the amendments will not be entered, and the previous Office Action will stand; i.e. the case not in condition 
for allowance.. 
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
